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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant argues that the finality of the prior office 
action should be withdrawn, since a first-action final requires that the claims of the RCE be the "same invention" as that previously 
rejected and that at least one claim does not have identical subject matter. Firstly, it is pointed out that applicant has not identified the 
new subject matter nor the identity of said claim. Does applicant believe that claims must be identical to be geared to the same invention? 
The examiner contends that two sets of claims can be non-identical but still be geared to the same invention. Further guidance as to the 
meaning of "same invention" can be found in MPEP 2135.01 (IV), wherein "Same Invention" means that the application claims COULD 
HAVE been presented... and even states that "the claims need not be identical or even within the same statutory class." For these 
reasons the examiner maintains that the first action final was proper . 
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
